DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 9/3/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following matters: 

2. The applicant has amended the claims, such that they are drawn to a new and independent 
invention. The initial claim set was drawn to a liquid crystal display, classified in class 257, 
subclass 59, and the office action mailed 3/4/03 addressed the merits of the device related claim 
set. In the amendment, filed 9/3/03, all device related claims were canceled, and claims 
pertaining to a method of manufacturing the liquid crystal display, classified in class 438, 
subclass 30, were added. These inventions are considered independent, because the process as 
recited in claims 23-32 could be used to make another and materially different product from that 
recited in claim 1, such as a liquid crystal display with an organic insulating layer having a 
thickness of less than 1.5 microns or having a capacitance of greater than 0.01 pF. Also, 
because these claim sets have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, the claim sets are considered to be drawn to distinct and independent inventions. 
See 37 CFR 1.111.
